INTOLERABLE INTERFERENCE. 
'"The tendency to 'government by 


commission' is emphasized 
In 
the 


substitute bill No. 353A., which is 
designed to confer arbitrary powers 
upon the state board of medical ex- 
aminers. 
Ostensibly the measure is 


designed to raise the 
standard of 


the medical profession, but in real- 
ity it is calculated to give to the 
board of medical examiners the pow- 
er to revoke the license of any phy- 
sician that may not conform to the 
ethics of the medical profession. It 
seeks to use the law as a club to 
force dissenting doctors to conform 
to the rules of the profession or be 
deprived of .their means 
of.liveli- 


hood. 


"To befog and 
obscure 
the real 


purpose of the proposed act, it au 
thorizes the board 
of medical 
ex- 


aminers to revoke 
the license 
of 


physicians for acts 
that are crimes 


under the laws 
of the 
slate 
and 


•which are punished with severe pen- 
alties. The crux of the bill is found 
in the clause that .provides that the 
state board of 
medical examiners 


may deprive physicians, of their li- 
cense to practice when found by the 
board to be guilty of 'immoral, dis- 
honorable 
or 
unprofessional con- 


duct.1 
The offense of 'unprofession- 


al and dishonorable conduct' is de- 
fined and offers wide latitude to the 
board of examiners,-in that any phy- 
sician that may ran counter to the 
ethics of the profession by calling 
the public's attention to his remedies 
may be found to have engaged in un- 
professional conduct of an. 'offensive' 
nature. 
I,t is left to the board to de- 


termine what shall constitute 
'im- 


moral conduct.' Any violation of the 
ethics of the profession.might be held 
'immoral' and the offender deprived 
of his license 
to 
practice. 
True, 


he would have recourse to the courts, 
but that 'would offer tardy and in- 
adequate 
relief 
to a 
practitioner 


whose only offense consisted of run- 
ning, counter to the rules of the doc- 
tors' union. 


"As a matter of fact, laws of this 


character are 
calculated to restrict 


competition, though they always ap- 
pear in the guise of giving protec- 
tion to the public. The barbers' law 
ostensibly is to 
protect the 
public 


from incompetent barbers, but, as a 
matter of face, the design of its pro- 
moters was to limit competition, anil 
inclndentally 
provide 
places for a 


few barber politicians. The medical 
profession has been persistently ac- 
tive in obtaining the enactment of 
laws to curtail -the practice of medi- 
cine and has come to consider It a 
matter of right that the laws should 
prohibit any method of healing ' or 
practice that does'not meet the'ap- 
proval of its code of ethics. 


"There are many admirable tilings 


In the ethics of the medical profes- 
sion, but when it .is 
undertaken by 


law to compel all doctors to abide by 
the rules of the profession it is an 
infringement upon the liberty of the 
citizen that is intolerable in a free 
state."

congress, with delegates in attend- 
ance from every country

The address of welcome twas 


delivered yesterday afternoon by Mr, 
Stuyvesant Fish, .president of the Illi- 
nois Central Railway company, repre- 
senting the American Railway Asso- 
ciation. 
The address is too Ions to 


reproduce, but it is the strongest en- 
dorsement, for American railroads yet 
published. 
While comparisons are 


not odious they contain valuable in- 
formation and speak 
volumes 
for 


American enterprise. 
The foliowijig 


paragraph from the address of Mi; 
Fish furnishes food for thought and 
the Wisconsin legislature cannot do 
better than to read and consider: 


"The American railways have cre- 


ated both the traffic and the produc- 
tion. 
The- earliest explorers of tiie 


.Mississippi valley, the French'Jesuit 
priests, commented constantly upon 
the fertility of the soil.. Their maps, 
made as early' as K!7", showed coal 
(carbon, dc ..tcrre) 
as. 
oulcropj)ing 


along the banks of the Illinois river. 
But "it was not until the railways 
made 'commerce among the several 
states' possible- that cnir prairie be- 
came a fit abode for man, or the min- 
eral and forest wealth of the. west 
became available to man. Without 
the railway those prairies would yet 
be the abode of the Indian, and the 
bison. 
For while the. earliest, settle- 


ments of English-speaking people on 
our Atlantic seaboard were made in 
Virginia in 3COO, civilization .had not 
in 1S50, except in scattering settle- 
ments along the banks of rivers nat- 
urally navigable, reached 
one-third 


of the distance across the. continent, 


j The reports of the engineers sent 
'out in 1S5'2 to make the original sur- 
veys for the .construction of the Illi- 
nois Central railroad across, the prai- 
ries, of Illinois refer to their camps 
being, constantly invaded by wolves. 
In short, .without railways, civiliza- 
tion consumed two hundred and fifty 
years in moving less than one thou- 
sand miles inland, while in the fifty
